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From  The  Desk  of 
Rabbi  Steinberg 

1  should  like  in  this  column  to  broach 
as  a  subject  for  discussion,  if  not  im¬ 
mediate  action,  a  proposal  which  has 
been  germinating  in  me  for  many  years. 

I  wonder  whether  the  time  is  not  at  hand 
for  us  to  supplant  our  present  method  of 
seat  assignments  for  the  High  Holy  days 
with  the  free  pew  system  whereunder 
members  sit  where  they  please. 

Our  prevailing  procedure  has  long 
seemed  to  me  ethically  questionable.  It 
makes  financial  resources  the  final  cri¬ 
terion  for  nearness  to  or  remoteness  fro.u 
the  Ark — scarcely  a  relevant  considera¬ 
tion  in  the  house  of  God. 

It  is  inequitable.  1  have  always  been 
distressed  to  observe  those  who  come 
early  to  worship,  generally  the  most  de¬ 
vout  and  the  most  faithful  in  attendance 
all  through  the  year,  making  their  way 
to  the  remotest  corners  of  our  audi¬ 
torium  while  vacancies,  reserved  for  late¬ 
comers.  yawn  in  the  forepart  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue. 

Our  present  arrangement  works  hard¬ 
ships,  sometimes  considerable  hardships, 
compelling  old  and  sick  people  to  toil 
their  way  up  balcony  stairs,  consigning 
the  hard  of  hearing  and  near  sighted  to 
places  from  which  they  can  neither  sec 
nor  hear  and.  conversely  1  suppose,  forc¬ 
ing  many  a  shy  person  into  a  conspicu¬ 
ousness  he  would  rather  avoid,  simp.y 
because  having  the  ability  and  desire  to 
pay  dues  in  the  higher  brackets  he  is 


automatically  assigned  to  the  forward 
pews. 

Our  present  system  is  wasteful.  Under 
it.  since  every  seat  is  reserved,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  tickets  ol  admission  cannot  ex¬ 
ceed  the  number  of  seats.  But  there  arc 
always  some  members  absent  from  every 
service  whose  places  in  consequence  go 
unused.  These  make  a  sizable  number, 
as  large,  even  on  Kol  Nidre  night,  as 
perhaps  five  to  ten  percent  of  the  totac 
Given  the  free  pew  system  we  could 
reckon  on  absentees,  issue  tickets  to.  let 
us  say,  105%  of  capacity  and  so  put  ad 
our  space  to  use.  What  is  more  this  add¬ 
l'd  5%  might  well  be  assigned  exclu¬ 
sively  to  the  children  of  members,  those 
young  people  who  are  too  old  for  the 
Junior  Congregation  and  too  young  for 
membership  in  their  own  right,  a  grot.}) 
which  right  now  can  fairly  be  character¬ 
ized  as  the  D.P.’s  of  our  Synagogue. 

Our  present  system  is  in  part  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  only  periods  of  disorder  in 
our  High  Holy  day  worship.  These  for¬ 
tunately  are  short-lived  and  infrequent, 
but  they  are  profoundly  disturbing  none¬ 
theless.  They  occur  in  the  intervals  just 
before  the  sermons,  when  late  comers 
bustle  to  get  into  their  seats,  and  just 
after,  when  those  who  came  even  later 
and  were  held  up  in  the  vestibule  pour 
torrent-like  down  the  aisles,  each  seek 
ing  his  own  place.  But  if  all  late  comers 
were  seated  in  the  rear  pews  of  the  audi¬ 
torium,  balcony  or  vestry,  their  arrival 
would  not  so  seriously  disturb  the  devo¬ 
tions  of  those  who  come  on  time. 

Again,  our  present  system  makes  it 
impossible  for  family  units  to  worship 
together.  Parents  and  children  may  ah 
have  tickets,  but  to  different  parts  of  our 
Synagogue.  As  a  result,  they  are  separ 
ated  just  at  the  time  when  of  all  times 
they  should  be  in  the  company  of  one 
another.  Given  the  free  pewr  system,  that 
evil  would  be  eliminated. 

Finally,  our  present  system  has  lost 
the  only  justification  it  ever  had,  its  tie- 
up  with  our  dues  scale.  Until  this  past 
year  seating  assignments  and  dues  level 
went  together.  The  larger  the  annual 
dues  assumed  by  a  member  the  more  de¬ 
sirable  the  seating  allocated  to  him.  This 
condition,  however,  has  ceased  of  late  to 
prevail.  Thanks  to  the  recent  reconstrui  - 
lion  of  our  dues  system,  our  members, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  now  under¬ 
take  annual  commitments  according  to 
their  means  and  altogether  without  rela¬ 
tion  to  seating. 


Our  Board  then  need  onlv  press  for¬ 
ward  to  draw  into  the  new  dues  arrange¬ 
ment  those  who  still  stand  aloof;  it 
would  also  need  to  set  up  an  Assessment 
Committee  to  work  out  equitable  agree¬ 
ments  with  future  new  members.  But  in 
any  case,  no  financial  consideration  re¬ 
mains  any  longer  to  argue  against  the 
free  pew  system. 

Indisputably  something  will  be,  lost  in 
the  change,  notably  the  scene  of  rooted¬ 
ness  and  comfort  deriving  from  having 
one’s  own  assured  and  constant  place. 
But  this,  while  it  is  a  ponderable  factor, 
is  far  outweighed  by  the  palpable  gains, 
especially  the  moral  gains,  involved  in 
the  free  pew  system. 

On  that  system  1  would  put  only  one 
restriction.  There  are  persons  who  b  > 
virtue  of  seniority  in  membership,  learn¬ 
ing.  and  special  service  to  the  congrega¬ 
tion  or  community  merit  special  consid¬ 
eration.  including  reserved  seats  in  a 
prominent  place.  For  such  members — 
and  they  should  be  named  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  through  a  special  committee 
— there  might  be  set  aside  as  Seats  of 
Honor  the  lateral  pews  to  either  side  of 
the  pulpit.  Such  a  departure  has  a  wai- 
rant  in  the  Jewish  tradition;  the  mizracli 
pews,  those  nearest  the  Ark,  having  al¬ 
ways  belonged  to  the  most  learned  and 
venerable  of  the  community.  These  aside, 
the  rest  of  the  membership  would  be 
sealed  on  the  simple,  sound,  democratic 
and  ethical  principle  of  “first  come,  first 
served.’’ 

There  is  no  urgency  about  this  pro¬ 
posal.  Even  if  adopted,  it  could  not  be 
implanted  before  next  Rosh  Hashanah, 
and  it  may  be  expedient  to  prolong  the 
consideration  of  it  even  longer.  But  it 
is  not  too  early  to  open  the  discussion. 
I  invite  the  response  of  the  congregation.

No  student  may  celebrate  his  Bar  Mitz- 
vah  or  her  Has  Mitzvah  without  having 
had  three  years  of  Hebrew  instruction. 

With  the  recent  establishment  of  the 
Republic  of  Israel  there  has  been  a  re¬ 
birth  of  Hebrew  as  a  language  for  mod¬ 
ern  speech,  thought  and  communication. 
Parents  may  be  interested  to  know  that 
at  present  there  are  over  3300  students 
studying  modern  Hebrew  in  the  high 
schools  and  junior  high  schools  of  New; 
York  City.

Harold  Slarkman,  Chairman  of  the 
Home  Study  Sub-committee,  in  setting 
up  the  various  groups.
